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$500,000 FIRE AT PEABODY 


Whole Town in Peril As Morocco 


Plant of A. B. Clark Is Burned 


Peabody, Mass, April 2S.—The plant 


of the A. B. Clark Morocco Manufac- 
turing Company was destroyed by fire 
early today. The loss is estimated at 
?500.000. 


Six tenement houses and a shoe- 


finding plant were 
badly 
damaged. 


Many families fled in panic ouf into 
the rain. 


The fire threatened the entire town. 


Help was summoned from Beverly Sa- 
lem and other places. 


The fire was discovered from across 


the street, shortly after three o'clock 
by John Tivanan, watchman for the 
National Calfskin Company. 
He saw 


flames shooting out of 
the 
buffing 


room, located near 
the 
big boiler 


house, and rang in an alarm from the 
company's private box. 


Many of the buildings on English 


nnd Union streets were easy prey for 
the flames. 
The 
house of Arthur 


O'Neil. on English 
street, directly 


across the street from the fire! was 
destroyed. The loss will be about §5,- 
000. 
A barn in the rear of the house 


was also fire swept. 


The residence of 
Richard 
Barry, 


Thomas Taggett, Charles Brooks and 


Frank 
Hammond, all 
on 
English 


street, were badly damaged. 
The loss 


in each case is ?500. The tenants of 
those damaged to the extent of about 
5600. 


But three of the group of seventeen 


buildings owned by the National Calf- 


, skin Company were touched by 
the 


fire. The loss to this, company 
is 


about 100,000. 
The 
buildings dam- 


aged were a carpenter shop, a barn 
aud one of the smaller finishing fac- 
tories. 


j . The immense plants of the Turner 


Tanning 
Company,

. Leather Company and the John Boyle 


i Machine Company were threatened, 
but were saved after a hard battle. 


The destroyed building was one of 


a group of six owned by the com- 
pany. 
It was six stories in height 


and GOO feet long by 150 feet wide. 
Over ?250,0"00 worth 
of 
sheepskins 


were destroyed. The loss on the build- 
ing is a quarter of a million. 


The Clark plant is situated in the 


morrocco and tanning district, known 
as the East End. 


The fire was the worst in the his- 


tory of the town. Salem 
and Lynn 


newspapers could be read distinctly in 
the street. 
The blaze lighted up the 


sky for miles around. 


Over live hundred employes of the 


Clark Company have been thrown out 
of work as the result of the fire, which 
comes at a time when the plant was 
being rushed with orders.

A BAJKED FISH. 


When a fish is to be baked trliole it is custom.iry to leare the head and 


tail on and if need be lay a buttered paper on the heaCi ro prevent scorching. 
When the fish is laid ou the platter garnish it with sliced lemon and sprigs 
of parsley and pul .a the mouth, also. Serve a'slice of lemon with eadi pnr- 
tion, for the acid is always npreeable with fish. .Another wriy to bake the 
fish is to skewer it in the form of the letter S, or to skewer the tail into the 
mouth. 


Make a stuffing from two cups of stale bread crumbs, one-half cap of 


butter, one teaspoon of minced parsley, one tablespoon of minced colcry. one- 
half teaspoon of salt, one-quarter teaspoon of pepper :md one e;;^. Fill ihe 
fish nnd sew it up. Lay sis very thin slices of salt pork in the pan a nil tlie 
fish on. these, then lay six more very thin slices along on the top. Baste the 
fish frequently from a cup of hot wnter. A trout weijrljing- four pounds 'viJl 
tnke one hour to bake. Garnish with lemons nnd parsley. 


» To prevent breaking tlic fish into unsightly shape when it is r?movn.3 to 


the platter bake.on a sheet and loosen it from the same -with R. broad knife 
so th.it it wil) slide off. In place of the tin sheet tath handles put two or 
three broad strips of cheese cloth under the fish and lift it by these ou to the 
serving dish then draw them out.

Conflicts Between Moslems 


and Armenians Continue 


ADANA SITUATION SERIOUS 


Twenty Thousand People Destitute— 


Hadjin Withstands Attacks 
From 


Mountain Tops—Danger of Disturb- 
ances Extending Into Interior—Mo- 
hammedans Engaging In Massacres 
Avoid Killing Foreigners 


Beirut, April 28.—Latest 
advices 


received here show little improvement 
in conditions throughout the disturbed 
regions of Asiatic Turkey. Every day 
adds to the sufferings of the refugees 
and to the death list. 


A dispatch from Adana says that the 


fires have been extinguished, 
but 


there Is great fear of incendiarism. 
The American mission buildings, the 
Catholic sisters' school and one Gre- 
gorian church have been saved. 
The 


Jesuit and Armenian Catholic and 
Protestant churches and schools are 
burned. 
Twenty thousand 
persons 


are destitute and there are few sup- 
plies of any kind. Doctors have been 
sent to the town from Beirut and Tar- 
sus. 


Rev. Robert A. Gibbons,-a mission- 


ary of the American Board of Foreign 
Missions, stationed at Adana and at 
Tarsus, was an eye witness of the 
scenes of terror and destruction at 
the centre of the Moslem uprising. 
He says: 


"Adana is in a pitiable condition.' 


The town has been pillaged and de- 
stroyed, and thousands of homeless 
people are without means of llvlihood. 
It is impossible to estimate the num- 
ber of killed. 
The corpses lie scat- 


tered through the streets. 
Friday, 


when I went out, I had to pick my 
way between the dead to avoid step- 
ping on them. 
Saturday morning I 


counted a dozen cartloads o£ Armen- 
ian bodies in one-half hour being car- 
ried to the river and thrown into the 
•water. 
In the Turkish cemeteries 


.Taves are.being dug wholesale. 


"The conditi^i of the refugees is

Mehmed Y, His Brother, 


Reigns In His Stead 


CEREMONIES WERE SIMPLE 


Thousands Cheer New Ruler as He 


Passes Through 
Streets to 
Take 


Oath 
of 
Office—Change 
Effected 


Without Disorder and In Accordance 
With Koranic Law—Decree of Depo- 
sition Accepted Without Comment 


Constantinople, April S.—The reign 


of Abdul Hamid II 
ended Tuesday 


with his deposition and the accession 
of bis brother, Mehemmed Reschad 
Effendi, as Mehmed V, a variation 
of "Mahomet," it being considered in- 
appropriate to assume the precise 
name of the Prophet. 


Mehmed V was the legitimate heir 


to the throne and the thirty-fifth sov- 
ereign of Turkey, in male descent, of 
the house of Osman, the founder of 
the empire, and the twenty-ninth 
sultan since the conquest of Constanti- 
nople. 


The 
two 
houses 
of parliament, 


meeting as a. national assembly in the 
forenoon, approved the decree of da- 
position, which was read 
by 
the 


Sheik Ul Islam, chief of the ulemas 
and supreme judge on ecclesiastical 
questions. 


The document recited that Abdul 


Hamid's acts were contrary to the 
sacred laws, and set forth, a long list 
of crimes, the whole'making a terrible 
indictment. - The assembly chose Me- 
hemmed Reschad as sultan and ap- 
pointed committees to notify the de- 
throned sovereign and his successor 
of its action. The firing of 101 guns 
announced to the waiting people thai 
a new sultan had been proclaimed. 


The ceremonies connected with the 


transfer of the power were simple. 
The newly chosen ruler came from 
his palace in Galata through street? 
lined with troops and cheering thou- 
sands and took the oath at the war 
office. 
He then proceeded to the par- 


liament and later went to the Top- 
Kapou palace to kiss the prophet's 
robe, returning to the Dolmbagschc 
palace, where for so many years he- 
had practically been a prisoner, as the 
head of the empire. 


Martial law was relaxed last night 


and the people gave themselves over 
to celebrating the victory of the Youus 
Turks party and the 
end of Abdul 


Hamid's reign. 
Many buildings were 


illuminated, and thousands of round? 
of ammunition were fired by the sol- 
diers for joy. 


The question of the new cabinet 


has'not been settled, but it Is thought 
that Ahmed Riza will be grand vizier. 


The Sheik Ul Islam, supported by 


all the principal 
personages of the 


higher church administration, issued 
the fetva, as the decree of deposition 
Is called. 


It informed Mehemmed Reschad Ef- 


fendi that he was chosen sultan by the 
will of the church, the will of the par- 
liament, the will of the army and the 
will of the people. It admonished him 
to serve God and to keep the sacred 
law as communicated by the prophet. 
This Reschad humbly promised ^to do. 


In receiving a deputation from the 


national assembly, Mehmet V said: 


"I am pleased to become the first 


constitutional sovereign. 
Doubtless 


my successor will improve upon rne, 
but you may rely upon my doing my 
best. 
I also have suffered oppression 


and -therefore enter into the feelings 
of my fellow sufferers. 
Let us en- 


deavor to work together for the wel- 
fare of the country." 


When the assembly deputation ar- 


rived at the Yildiz, 
the fetva was 


handed to AH Djevad Bey, first secre- 
tary, for communication 
to 
Abdul 


Hamid, who. in an inner apartment, 
was 
guarded 
by fifteen eunuchs. 


Djevad Hey tried to gaiii admittance 
by knocking, and after this was con- 
tinued for -some fifteen minutes the 
door was opened and Abdul Hamid ap- 
peared. 
He accepted the fetva with- 


out' comment. 


The deputation was then ushered 


Into his presence, and the spokesman 
said: "You no longer reign over us." 


Abdui Hamid gave a deep sigh of 


relief upon being informed that no de- 
signs were entertained against his life. 
He was transported across the Bos- 
plionis to Asiatic Turkey as a pris- 
oner.

Hearing so much of the subject the information is often asked, What is 


a playground; of what does it consist; of what service is it? 
A little gen- 


eral knowledge—some hints of ways of usefulness—may be obtained from 
the following. 


When we speak of a "public playground," it is desirable to keep in mind 


i hat this term covers a great deal more than is told by a literal translation 
of the phrase. A modern playground properly equipped and administered, is 
a social center,—a place for recreation and physical education and a true 
gathering point for neighborhood activities. In it boys and girls should learn j 
early by actual experience principles of right living. In it fathers and moth- 
ers should become better neighbors and more worthy citizens of city, slate 
uud country. 


In it children should do 'a great deal more than play, important as play 


is on its own account. 


This may sound somewhat visionary, but actual experience has proved 


as practical value; has demonstrated that just these benefits lo society at 
large and to individuals can come from neighborhood social recreation cen- 
ters. 


In a public playground or recreation center, there should be a building- 


lit' some sort. It ought to be a building in which can be located a. gymna- 
sium with shower baths; perhaps a branch library, a hall for meetings and 
other conveniences according to local needs under conditions such as exist 
in most cities. The playground is the first. requisite .if. both .building and 
grounds cannot come at once. 
Without the-building it is generally impos- 


sible to conduct all-the-year-round work. A playground should be in ser- 
vice twelve months of the year. 


A playground is, of course, for the benefit of children, but it should not' 


be exclusively for children. One of the defects with such public parks and 
fields as are open to sports like baseball, football, etc., is that'they'are used 
almost exclusively by the big boys and young men. As a rule the children 
get no chance. It would be unwise for a city to install a single playground 
and allow it lo be used only by small children. A playground supported by 
a city or town should be made valuable for all the people; at least for all 
tne people in the neighborhood in which it is located. A public playground 
should he for all who want to use it, as should be a public school house or a 
public park. In a complete playground should be facilities for various forms 
01 athletics for girls and young women, as well as for their brothers; and 
room for the necessary games and play for both sexes for all ages. "' 


To make this possible it is necessary that a playground have its proper 


equipment, its proper arrangement of space, and adequate supervision. 
The 


imRtirtant point, is that land may be used to best advantage and so the var- 
ious activities carried on may not unduly conflict. 
As no playground will 


successfully run itself for any length of time, at least one play, teacher or 
supervisor is certainly of equal importance to the land itself. As Dr. Gulick, 
president of the Playground Association of America, expresses it, a play- 
ground amounts to little without a play teacher; proper supervision is as 
important as the apparatus and other equipment. 


When a playground is to provide something of interest to the older boys, 


it should have an out-door gymnasium; most, if not all, up-to-date play- 
grounds have such a feature. It may be said that the modern American play- 
gronind had two starting points; one was the gymnasium out doors; the 
other was the sand box for small children. 
Both features belong in the 


playground. 


A playground, then, must start with tha available land located where it 


will serve most people who will need it. If there are to he two or three or 
more playgrounds, they should be systematically scattered in locations that 
nre known to be desirable for them. An athletic field, for example, two or 
t:iree miles from the center of the city will not meet all requirements, al- 
though it may be a very serviceable feature of a playground system. A play- 
ground, in the sense that we are now considering it, must be located within 
easy walking distance of those who are to use it. And it must be fitted with 
suitable apparatus and miscellaneous equipment—with tools to use. 


Having the land, a plan should be provided that will take into consider- 


auon.the future as well as the present. 
There should be a preliminary plot- 


ting or drawing on which can be indicated the location of such equipment as 
may be desirable, the location of the various departments, where the build- 
ing is to be placed now or in future; etc. Such a plan should be accompan- 
ied by a list of desirable equipment, such as the apparatus and various items 
used in athletics and games, to be provided at once or a few at a time. It 
pays to have such a working scheme, such a plan specification, prepared at 
i.lie beginning. 


It Is of course not necessary to start with everything desirable; perhap 


so much expense cannot be borne immediately. Again, perhaps there'can be 
a combination between a city department and some interested local organiza- 
tion or individual to assist by donating a building or part of the equipment, 
or perhaps Lhe salaries of supervisors or instructors. 
There are various de- 


"irable ways by which private interests can supplement the good work of a 
municipality so that a given recreation center can be worked out progres- 
sively, without, too great financial burden on the city treasury or on private 
interests. 
Cooperation in this respect is of much value. But public play- 


grounds should eventually, if not at the beginning, be conducted and sup- 
ported from public funds, and the ideal in mind should be a complete plant 
that will be all that is desirable according to the needs of the community.

A BAN ON FLIRTING. 


South Dakota Passed An Ordinance 


Milking it a Misdemeanor. 


The town council of. a town out in 


South Dakota has just passed an or^ 
diuance that makes llirting in public 
places a misdemeanor and punish- 
able by a fine. The same ordinance 
also prohibits "young people from 
loitering on the steps of churches or 
other public buildings, or in the 
doorway of any store for the pur- 
pose of 'taking and eating candy and 
peanuts." 


The 
misdemeanors, 
or 
crimes, 


named in this law seem to need a 
lot of overhauling in the way of 
official definitions before any satis- 
factory enforcement will be possible, 
::ays a writer In the Providence Jour- 
nal. "Flirting" Is a broad term, and 
no one has ever yet succeeded in 
defining it exactly. 
To the fancy of 


the- hoi polloi it consists principally 
of waving a handkerchief or making 
Boogie eyes at members of the oppo- 
site sex. 


In higher circles, however, flirta- 


tion is generally regarded as a very 
aubtlc procedure, a matter to be un- 
iortaken in some quiet corner like 
a conservatory, just as they do it in 
thp lovely novels by Mr. R. W. Cham- 
ers. 
If carried on in the street or 


any other public place the process 
would be so extremely subtle that 
HO one but a member of the elect, 
ivith a subtle understanding of such 
ihliigs, could see through It. 
The 


ordinary 
policeman 
might see a 


high-bred flirtation going on full tilt 
not more than four feet from his 
nose, and he would never know that 
the law was being flagrantly violated. 


According to the highest;English 


authority a flirt Is "a flighty female, 
a pert, giddy girl, a coquette." And

Our own highly esteemed Mr. Web- 
ster agrees with this definition by de- 
claring a flirt to be "a young girl 
who acts with giddiness, or plays at 
ourtship."

matter of feminine practice. Accord- 
ng to the leading dictionaries men 
uever flirt, and the natural presum- 
tion it that they are incapable of it. 


3o it would appear that men are ex- 
ampt from the operation of this new 
iouth Dakota ordinance, and the po- 
licemen of that town will do well to 
hear the fact in mind.
